A TALE OF TWO FAMILIES

And yet, when the members of the 
Allen family read in the newspaper 
that our fighting forces in some place 
or other have been defeated because 
of vastly superior enemy equipment, 
they are angry. They want to know 
why the enemy was better prepared 
—why we aren't making faster head. 
way in equalling and surpassing the 
strength of the Axis nations. It is 
ironic for them to protest loud and 
bitterly, but they do. 

The Allens are not bad people, but 
they just do not think about the con- 
sequences of their acts and behavior, 
They fail to realize what a catastrophe 
it would be if all people conducted 
themselves as they do. 

The other family I have in mind— 
the Martins—is composed of five mem- 
bers, there being one more boy than 
in the Allen family. You are also 
familiar with many families like the 
Martins. You're not around them very 
long until you are quite aware that 
there is a war going on. Mrs. Martin 
has given up most of her club activi- 
ties and spends a large part of her 
spare time selling bonds, making sur- 
gical dressings for the Red Cross, and 
doing other war work. She has taken 
an advanced first-aid course, and her 
daughter, Evelyn, is engaged as a 
nurse's aide. Mr. Martin is an aif- 
raid warden, and the two boys are 
messengers. 

In every possible way, this family 
is helping out in the war effort. In- 
stead of being afraid that someone else 
will do less than they do, they are 
determined that no one shall do more. 
Rather than to seek ways by which 
they can get through the war with 
a minimum of sacrifice, they have 
pledged themselves to devote a maxi- 
mum of their time, their energies, and 
their money to the job of safeguarding 
their country and their own security. 
They don't do a lot of talking about 
all the patriotic activities in which 
they engage, and they don’t expect 
praise and acclaim for everything they 
do. They have the humility to know 
that none of their sacrifices, however 
great, can compare in magnitude with 
those which are being made by our 
fighting forces. 

And the strange thing is that the 
Martins are much less critical of our 
government and military leaders in 
the face of defeats than are the Allens. 
They do not hesitate to express their 
opinions as to courses of action which 
they think should or should not be 
taken, but they do not become angry 
and blame everyone except them- 
selves for setbacks suffered by our 
side in the war. 

The Allens have a lot to learn from 
the Martins about such things as un- 
selfishness, cooperation, devotion {0 
one’s country, loyalty to ‘those who 
are fighting and dying that we may 
live at peace—that we may be free 
from the brutal hand of tyranny. If 
the Allens will only stop to think, they 
will realize that a change of spirit om 
their part can hasten the end of the 
war, save countless lives, reduce suf- 
fering and tragedy, and help insure 
the safety of their country and them 
selves. The hope of today and io 
morrow is that there will be a Swit 
and large-scale conversion of ‘ 
to Martins.
